the history of the business, Our Cereal mills have aleo been kept running 


| unusually large and very profitable owing to the steadily advancing markets. 

This year we have shown the earnings other than those from flour mill- 
ing separately, as the profits have been unusually large, and the impression 
prevails with some that an unduly large profit has been made on flour 
which is not the case, It will be noted that nearly half the profits come from 
sources other than flour, 

It may interest some to know that our contribution to the Business Tax 

this year wi!) exceed the dividends paid to the holders of the Common Stock 
of the Company, so that while we have done well fer our shareholders, we 
have also contributed very largely from our success towards the necossities of 
the Government.
